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PREFACE 


The Current List of Medical Literature is a 
monthly publication of the National Library of 
Medicine. Each regular number consists of 
three parts: a Register of Articles, a Subject 
Index, and an Author Index. The last (June or 
December) number of each semi-annual volume 
is a cumulation of the Author and Subject Indexes 
of the preceding five numbers. 


Selection of Articles. Journals selected 
for inclusion in the Current List are derived 
from among about 5,000 current titles received 
in the National Library of Medicine from all 
parts of the world. The chosen titles repre- 
sent clinical and experimental medicine and the 
ancillary biomedical fields. In the belief that some 
of the allied fields, such as dentistry, veteri- 
nary medicine and chemistry, are adequately 
covered by existing bibliographical services, 
the Current List restricts its coverage in these 
areas to selected major publications. The Cur- 
rent List indexes all original articles with no 
attempt at a critical selection. Occasionally, 
however, articles are not indexed if they fall 
beyond the scope of the National Library of 
Medicine; such omissions are indicated by an 
asterisk preceding the reference line of the 
journal issue. 


Register of Articles. The Register is ar- 
ranged alphabetically by journal title, the ar- 
ticles listed and numbered according to their 
appearance in the journal itself. The numbering 
of articles is begun anew with each volume of 
the Current List and continues through the five 
Registers of that volume. The full title of each 
journal appears in upper case as a_ caption. 
Directly under the title caption appears a refer- 
ence line, which consists of the title abbrevia- 
tion, volume and issue number, and the date of 
the publication of the particular journal piece. 
Both volume and issue numbers are given in 
arabic numerals, 23(2), for example, indicating 
Volume 23, Number 2, Each Register entry 
contains the authors, title and pagination of 
the article, foreign language titles being given in 
the original language and followed by an English 
translation. 


Subject Index. The alphabetical Subject In- 
dex provides three levels of subject breakdown: 
a main heading, a subheading, anda _  sub-sub- 
heading, called the "modification". Main head- 
ings are those which appear in the Subject Head- 
ing Authority List originally published in 
and revised in 1956. Subheadings are standard 
words or phrases representing concepts of fre- 
quent occurrence in biomedical literature and 
useful for purposes of subgrouping. The modi- 
fication is derived from the article itself, and 
attempts to give within its limits an indication 
of the specific substance of the article. Each 
Subject Index entry contains a number which re- 
lates it to a Register entry. 


Author Index, Every author credited by an 
article is listed in the Author Index by surname 
and initials, related to a Register entry by a 
number. Articles about an individual including 
obituaries, are listed in the Subject Index under 
the headings BIOGRAPHIES, OBITUARIES, and 
FAMOUS PEOPLE with the name of the individual 
as the modification. 


Subject Headings. In general the words or 
phrases used for subject headings are those in 
common usage; wherever practicable, they agree 
with terminology employed by authorities in the 
various subject fields. Most subject headings 
conform to one of three general types: those 
defining unitary concepts, as the names of spe- 
cific diseases (TUBERCULOSIS), organs (KID- 
NEYS), and chemical substances (LYSINE); 
those defining manifold concepts, as the names of 
organ-localized disease processes (TUBERCU- 
LOSIS, PULMONARY), physiological phenomena 
(BLOOD COAGULATION), surgical procedures 
(TEETH EXTRACTION); and those defining 
generic entities consisting of several related 
concepts (LIPOIDOSIS, RODENTS, ANTIHIS- 
TAMINICS). No limitation is placed upon the 
number of subject headings which may be uti- 
lized in indexing a single article. 


Currency is a prime objective of this index. 
It is not uncommon, however, for actual publi- 
cation of journals to lag months, and sometimes 
more than a year, behind the date of publication 
given on the issue. The receipt of foreign 
journals particularly is often delayed. Though 
journals are commonly indexed and _ published 
in chronological order, delay in receipt will 
postpone publication of later material only for 
a reasonable time. In such instances the Regis- 
ter of Articles carries notation of a gap in chron- 


ological sequence. 


Recent United States Publications. Beginning 
with the January 1957 issue of the Current List 
a new section, entitled Recent United States Pub- 
lications, has been added as a regular feature. 
Both monographic and serial titles imprinted in 
the United States within 18 months of the date 
of the issue of the Current List in which the 
entry appears, are included. The entry itself 
consists of the complete National Library of 
Medicine Catalog entry, including classification, 
descriptive and subject cataloging to which price 
information -- when available -- has been added 
just below the call number. This new service 
is located at the back of each regular monthly 
issue for easy removal.

SUBJECT HEADING AUTHORITY LIST 


After more than two years of use, the 
Subject Heading Authority List, which was 
originally published in , has again been re- 
vised. Henceforth we are planning to keep up 
with the relentless march of medical nomencla- 
ture by means of annual revisions of the List. 


Since the 1956 revision of the List will not 
be made available to the general public, we are 
taking this opportunity to acquaint our readers of 
the various changes which have been made. 
Additional subject headings have been incorporated 
to handie new concepts such as TRANQUILIZING 
AGENTS and HUMAN ENGINEERING; other head- 
ings represent more specific levels for material 


already in the 1954 List such as ISONIAZID and 
RADIATION PROTECTION. Changes in form have 
been made in which two ideas, previously re- 
quiring a main and sub heading have been com- 
bined into a single heading; BREAST NEOPLASMS 
and ADRENAL CORTEX HORMONES are examples 
of this type of shift. Cross references have 
generally been expanded and brought up to date. 
Finally, minor changes have also been made in 
the list of standard subheadings.
